Accordingly, claims 15 to 
36 have been cancelled. 

EXAMINER'S STATEMENT OF REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
The prior art of record does not disclose or reasonably suggest the limitation of 
encoding unknown type segments using a different frame size than a frame size for 
encoding speech type segments and non-speech type segments, in combination with a 
system for encoding an audio signal of speech segments using a speech segment- 
specific encoder and non-speech segments using a non-speech segment-specific 
encoder. Generally, a frame size is fixed for a given sampling frequency to encode 
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speech. Etter teaches an adaptive frame size, where a shortened frame size is adapted 
to generate non-stationary portions of an audio signal, and a lengthened frame size is 
adapted to generate stationary portions of an audio signal. (Column 5, Lines 1 1 to 24) 
However, Etter does not employ an adaptive frame size to encode unknown type 
segments with a different frame size than the frame size for speech type segments and 
non-speech type segments. Applicants' Specification, Page 3, Lines 8 to 10, teaches 
an objective of providing a robust and accurate detection of an onset that minimizes 
signal delay from a signal frame buffer. The prior art of record does not disclose or 
reasonably suggest the limitation of using a different frame size for encoding unknown 
type segments than for encoding speech type segments or non-speech type segments.
